PRESS COMMUNIQUE. 


At tlre request of the Ministry of Munitions and in order todecrease the 
exports of tin plates from the United Kingdom, the various Oil Companies 
operating in India agreed, in January 1917, to endeavour to substitute as far 
as possible sales of oil in bulk for sales in tins. With thisend in view and 
as a temporary war measure, the price of oil in tins was increased in January 
1917 by ten annas per 2-tin unit, the price of oil not in tins remaining the 
same as before. The prolongation of the war has rendered necessary further 
measures in the direction already taken, and in view of the increased cést of 
the production of tins and the fact that the price of old tins is approaching, if 
it has not already exceeded, the price of new tins, the price of oil in tins 
will now be advanced by a further increase of eight annas per 2-tin unit. 
The price of oil not in tins will remain the same as before. Thus the price 
of the 2-tin unit (8 gallons) of Victoria oil in tins ez Buadge-Budge will 
be Rs. 4-10, but the price of Victoria oil not in tins will remain as at present, 
namely, Rs. 2-14 for 8 gallons. Steps hav@éealready been taken during the 
course of the past year by the railways in India to facilitate the distribution 
of oil in bulk and by the Oil Companies to increase sales in bulk. Further 
measures ttre in progress to increase the facilities available to the publie for 
obtaining oil in their own receptacles at bulk oil rates. ;

Indian tea may be received into the warehouse for the purpose of 
blending ~ with sapere non-duty paid tea, but before any such tea is 
received, a request in Form A appended shall be made by the owner to the 
Collector of Customs. No anblended Indian tea shall be removed without 
the ial permission of the Collector of Customs. 

A Customs Officer shall supervise the receipt of all tea into the 
warehouse and shall weigh, gross or net, such number of packages as the 
Collector of Customs may from time to time direct. 

4, When it is desired to blend any tea, a request in Form B appended 
shall be made by the owner to the Collector of Customs. 

_ 5, The blending shall take place in the warehouse. No operation in 
connection with the blending shall be effected except under Customs 
supervision, The owner shall pay a fee of Rs, 4 per diem for each officer 
deputed for the work of supervision.

no glass in the gauge. This feature should be carefully noted. Moreover, 
when in working condition the reduction of pressure in the glass which 
arises when E is opened causes the water in pipe H to rise above its normal 
level. This objectionable feature should also be noted. 










REFERRING TO FIGURE 5 ONLY. * 

Sometimes there is a bend, L, in the steam pipe I leading from cock A to 
cock B. ‘This has occasionally escaped observation when new boilers have 
been fitted or board ship. In most cases this bend arises from the pipe 
being led in an abnormal direction to escape other pipes, beams or feng 
near the smoke box. With such a bend the condensed steam collects in the 
pipe and falls to the bottom of the bend, and in time it completely fills the 
pipe from J to K, The steam from K down to the level of the water *in the. 
glass is thereby trapped and, as condensation proceeds, leads to a reduction 
of pressure in the pipe below that of the boiler and an equivalent rise of the 
water in the bend and also in the gauge glass. When the vessel is quiescent 
the water in the gauge glass increases in height until cock E is opened or 
until the pressure in the boiler is so much in excess of that in the lower part 
of pipe I as to cause the water in the bend to be blown into the gauge. glass. 
In either case instantaneous change of water level in the glass ensues. 


In the ordinary course of working the phenomenon described above is 
more or less modified by the presence of air in the upper part of the gauge 
and by the rise and fall of the water in the boiler and gauge glass arising 
from the rolling or pitching motions of the vessel. _ ’ ay 


OTHER SPECIAL POINTS TO BE NOTED. 


When the cocks A and C are omitted, as in Figure 2, it is owing, to the 
bore of the stand pipe being sufficiently large to enable it to be rded as 
part of the boiler. Such pipes require, however, fo be examined and cleared, 
at intervals by passing a rod-through the holes provided for the purpose at

Cocks at A and © are not necessary for the testing of gauges arranged as 
shown in figures 4and 5. Examiners ought, however, to make sure that

the cocks B and D were clear when the handles were in their proper 
working position. This defect could easily have been discovered if. proper 
attention had been paid to the condition of the cocks. A defect of this 
nature may be due to faulty construction originally, or to the handle of the 
cock having been overstrained, and the neck twisted. Whether the passages 
in the plugs are fair and clear can, however, be verified in a few minutes. 
As in illustrations, the water cock D, Figure 6, Plate II, can be verified by 
Hiaaing. through E with B shut and then moving the handle of D to one side 
until it is just closed, and then to the other side until it is again just 
closed; the proper working position of the handle is about oeoeky distant 
from each of the above. positions.

the gauge is of the description illustrated in Figures 3, 4 and 5, it amounts in 
high pressure boilers to about.4 inches, while the time occupied by the water 
in returning to its former level ranges from 30 to 40 minutes. The cause of 
this rise is twofold, namely (a) the displacement of the comparatively cold 
water in pipe H by hotter and peqpervoneinn lighter water from the boiler, 
and (6) a slight condensation of the steam and a corresponding fractional 
reduction of pressure in pipe I. The cause of the’gradual subsidence of the 
water in the glass to its former level is also ofa dual character, namely 
(a) the cooking of the water in pipe H, and (6) the diminution in the condensa- 
tion of steam in pipe I owing to the collection therein of air released 
from the steam condensed. ? 

These results will, however, be somewhat modified if the water in the 
boiler is of higher density than in pipe H, and this will nearly always be 
the case owing to the condensation of the steam in the glass and upper 
fittings of the water gauge, causing the water in the lower part to bé fresher 
than that in the boiler. 

The examiner should impress upon candidates the necessity for periodi- 
cally blowing through the water-gange on each boiler (no matter what the 
form may be) in a systematic and thorough manner, and, in cases where a 
boiler is fitted with two water-gauges, of keeping both in constant use : 
finally he should further impress upon them the necessity for keeping 
the water-gauges well-lighted, clean, and in all respects efficient.

These examinations are provided for the purpose of giving Masters and 
Mates who are possessed of Certificates of Competency.an opportunity of 
undergoing a voluntary examination as to their practical knowledge of 
the use and working of the steam-engine. The endorsement of a Master’s 
or Mate’s. Certificate for “Steam” does not, however, imply that he is 

«qualified to perform the duties of an Engineer. 

The examination is open to any person who holds a Certificate of any 
grade in the Foreign or Home Trade or as Master of his own pleasure yacht. 

Candidates should fill up the form of application, form Exn. 2, at the 
Port Office, pay the fee of Rs. 15, and deposit their Certificates and testi- 
monials with the Port Officer, who will inform them when and where to 
attend to be examined. The usual testimonials for sobriety and good con- 
duct for at least the last 18 months preceding the date of application to be 
examined must be produced. ; a 

If the candidate passes, form Exn. 15, together with a written report of 
the examination, should be sent to the Port Officer and the candidate’s 
Certificate, together with the form Exn. 2, will be sent to the Government. 
The words “Certified to have passed in Steam ” with the date and place of 
examination will then be en on the Certificate and its counterpart, and 
the Certificate will be sent to the Superintendent of the Mercantile Marine 
Office of the port named in the form Exn. 2, and will he delivered to the 
candidate in the usual manner.

mistakes. 

(g) Be capable of being left in charge of the feeding of a set of boilers, 
understand the working of the water gauge, and be able to 
guard against being misled by false indications of the gauge 


glass. 

(h) Understand the operations of blowing down and sarfacing, the 
reasons for such practices and the danger which may result 
from the neglect of them in certain circumstances. . 


A Master or Mate presenting himself for examination in Steam must be 
understood to have made up for his want of practical experience by reading 
abaut the steam-engine. He ought, therefore, to show that he intelligently 
understands the rationale of its action. Under this head he should be able to 
state approximately the quantity of heat required in the formation of steam, 
the relation of “latent” heat to “sensible” heat, how much steam can be 
raised by the combustion of one pound of coal, what horse-power measure is, 
what indicated horse-power is, what is the action of the slide valve, the 
course of the steam through the engine, the advantage of working expansive- 
ly, and how the expansive action is shown by the indicator diagram. 

He should know tie uses of the various parts of the engines and dyna- 
mos used for electric lighting, and how they and the cables are fitted in the 
hull; how wires are joined, insulated and cased; why it is desirable that 
they should be led along places which are dry and accessible; what “ short 
circuiting” is and what are the causes which produce it; what is its danger 
in coal bunkers and petroleum peneying steamers; what are the uses of 
switches and cut-outs, and why it is so important to prevent short circuit- 
ing taking place. : 

Candidates will be required to give written answers to sixteen out of 
twenty questions taken from the Elementary Questions printed in Appen- 
dix Band given on the sheets marked “Steam,” or questions similar to 
these. These questions will be altered from time to time without notice. 


. The twenty questions will not be difficult, theoretical, or book questions, but 


such as any min of ordinary eapacity who has a fair amount of practical 
knowledge of the use of workin» of the steam-engine ought to answer. 
Examiners will require all candidates to fill up a form Exn. 15). (see 
ppendix A), and they will forward it to the Port Olicer with the report of 
the examination. 
Masters and Mates may cancel questions A, B and ©, but they should 
a ee the form for questions D, E, Fand G, as evidence of their practical 
nowledge. ‘ 
i candidate refers to any book, paper or memorandum, or obtains 
inf tion from another candidate or any other person during the examina- 
tion, he will be treated as having failed, will forfeit his fee, and will not be 
allowed to be re-examined for a period of six months. : 
"Phe Exaniiners will report, in the case of failure, the nature of the 
question or questions that decided the failure, or the point in the manage- 
ment of the engines or boilers in which the candidate was deficient.

Practical knowledge is best gained in the engine-room ; and the examina- 
tion of an officer who does not produce official evidence of service in steam- — 
ships, and of experience of engines, must necessarily be more searching than 
in the case of one who produces evidence of such service and experience. 

The answers to the Elementary Questions are uently given by candi- 
dates as learned by rote from a book. Candidates should, therefore, he asked 
such vivd voce questions as will necessitate answers in different words, so as 
to discover whether they have the root of the matter in them. 

A large part of the vivd voce examination should be conducted on board — 
a steamer, preferably one with which the candidate is unacquainted. He 
should be told to look about and try to find out the arrangement of the 
machinery without assistance, and the Examiner should be in the engine- 
room to see that this independent examination is properly carried out. 
When the candidate reports that he thinks he knows the arrangement, the 
Examiner will question him on the uses of the parts, get him to point out 
the different cylinders, pumps, valyes, condenser, etc, ; also the dynamo, its 
field magnets, armature, commutators, brushes, cables, ete. The candidate 
must show that he understands the run of the pipes in the bilges, not 

_necessarily that he has gone over every one of them, but he ought to be 

“directed to trace, at least, one important range of pipes, and to thoroughly 
satisfy the Examiner that he could be safely trusted to manipulate the 
valves or cocks in connection therewith, It will not often be practicable 
for the candidate actually to work engines under steam, but he must satisfy 
the Examiner that he knows how to do so, and that he is aware of the pre- 
cautions to be taken in regard to water in the cylinders, etc. It is most 
important that a candidate should show that, in the event of an accident 
depriving him of the assistance of Engineers, he knows what to do to safely 
take his vessel to an anchorage, or to stop the engines and proceed under 
sail alone. 

The examination of a Mate in steam is the same as that of a Master, The 
knowledge required has no reference to the Mate’s position, ; 

A mate may be examined, but such examination implies that the Mate 
may one day be a Master, when the possession of the knowledge will be an 
advantage to him in the discharge of his duties.

UNDER the rules prescribed in the schedule attached to the statutes of 
the State Medical Faculty of Bengal provision exists by which a candidate 
who fails to pass the final examination for the Licentiateship may appear at 
one or more subsequent examinations, provided he has received further 
‘instruction on the subject or subjects in which he has failed.
